X' Such a demand could be the next coming from the SLA, Logically, 

the subjects could most safely abandon the victim and head for any sanctuary 
they desire. They may feel, however, that the borders are sealed against 
their escape and they must use the hostage to extradite themselves from 
their current situation. - 

The FBI does not control airplanes or relations with Libya and 
it is not within our power alone to comply with such a request. Probably 
the demand would not even be directed to the FBI but rather the Hearst 
family and based on past experience, Mr. Hearst would undoubtedly 
endeavor to do all within his power to comply with the demand. The FBI 
will inevitability be drawn into the situation since it is through our influence 
and recommendations that such a plan could be complied with or not. If 
the demand is fulfilled, the victim may be returned safely but at the cost 
of setting a precedent which will face us time after time in the future. If . 
we refuse cooperation, the victim may be killed and the FBI blamed for . 
heartless disregard of the vicim's life. 

If we go along with the plan, intending to frustrate the escape 
at an opportune point, we run the risk of another Munich disaster L sho aid 
any mistakes be made along the way. These are three alternatives. None 
of them is completely desirable; each has risks which must be weighed. 

Indeed faced with such a demand, can we be sure that the subjects 
really seek escape rather than a Munich confrontation resulting in their 
martyrdom.

The subjects want publicity. They claim to be acting to further a 

"cause. ” 


In view of the subjects' fanaticism, would they really seek escape, 
or on a similar basis would they really ask for amnesty since- they might 
feel either course would be surrendering their principles.

Such individuals cannot really be judged by our past experience 
witiVth e crimi na l e lement si nce their motivation is irrational. Whatever 
their demand, pirticularly if it results witira confrontation-ty pe situatio n, 
we must anticipate^ that their objective is_not_ really as stated. , We musC 
be prepared for violence and an effort by the subjects to sacrifice themselves 
for their cause. 

While we must judge our response in this case on the individual 
merits and facts of this investigation, we must also keep in mind that by 
consenting to the demands of these subjects in a hostage situation we would 
be opening the door to a broadening use of this and similar techniques by 
other radical groups.

The following is a product of a four-man committee appointed 
to^define some pote ntial problem areas in connection with the Hearst 
kidnaping. ~ ‘‘‘ - 


Ordinary logistic and investigative problems have been ignored 
in this paper since the Bureau's background and experience should be 
adequate to provide a basis for resolving the ordinary type problems 
which are bound to arise in any major criminal case. Since the subjects' 
conduct in this case obviously does not follow the usual criminal pattern, 
the committee has considered hypothetical possibilities which may 
conceivably confront the Bureau although admittedly the possibilities 
in some instances may seem remote. The problems set forth are in 
five parts. The potential situation and a number of different possibilities 
in that context are first listed and then followed by a commentary of 
brief analysis. 


A. UNUSUAL RANSOM DEMANDS 


The kidnapers have already made one unusual ransom 
demand -- food for the poor. What would be the FBI's recommendation 
and/or reaction if they demanded other forms of ransom such as: 

1. Gold 

2. Valuable gems 

3. Valuable artifacts 

4. Weapons or explosives 

5. Government policy considerations such as changes 
in low-cost Government housing, non enforcement of 
laws involving marijuana or other drugs, special ( 
meetings of legislature to enact legislation kidnapers 
feel desirable and so forth.

6. Interference between a consumer and the business- 
— — man-to-^de mand so-called consumer reforms or to 
demand planning changes for^envir omental — 
considerations 


COMMENTARY 


Unusual ransom demands could logically be divided into demands 1 
that could be met and those that could not be met without violation of 
current laws or regulations. It should also be considered that although 
some demands, while not, illegal, could not be met because the item or 
material was not accessible as the "Crown Jewels. " 

Can gold, valuable gems, or artifacts be obtained by victim's 
family ? Are possession or transportation of such items in violation of 
existing laws? Does the family have the means to obtain such items ? 

Should the Bureau assist in locating the items? Should we take part in 
any negotations to acquire them ? Might the items be destroyed by 
kidnapers as a gesture? Could copies of the items be substituted? How 
might some of the items be marked, i. e. gold could be recast? 

T* 

Should the Bureau ever take part in helping to obtain or 
distribute any illegal item such as weapons, explosives, chemicals, 
drugs, or narcotics? It is illegal to possess military explosives outside 
a military base. Federal laws require a Federal license to purchase 
munitions. Interstate Commerce Commission rules regulate. transportation, 
and storage of explosive devices. Local laws and regulations' may control 
purchase, possession, storage, use, and disposal of such devices. 

In the event the demands are for alterations in Government (local 
or Federal) regulations or for changes in any law should the Government 
refuse? Should it take the same approach if the demand is for a government 
body to consider or act on legislation the kidnapers feel desirable? Would 
laws making such demands or attempt at complying with such demands a 
violation be desirable? If such demands are met could kidnaping demands 
run our legislative bodies ? ' 

What should be the Bureau's position or reaction if the ransom; 
demands become so unusual and unforeseen or so continuous or demanding 
that the family cannot or do not wish to meet particular demands or any 
additional demands ? 
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If any of the above demands are met will the kidnapers continue 

tcTnTake~additional-demands_? U p to wh at point will additional demands be 

considered? — — — — — . . 

If a victim’s family is in a position to obtain the unusual ransom -- 
demand without assistance from Federal or State Government and such 
demand does not result in danger to another individual or represent a 
threat to our form of government or the economic condition of our govern- 
ment, it is felt the Bureau should make no recommendation or comment. 

If the unusual ransom demand does involve one of the areas 
mentioned above, it seems it would be incumbent upon the Bureau to make 
a recommendation against such action as our responsibilities are to uphold 
and enforce the law, not bend or change in any form the law. If such a 
demand called for non enforcement of laws, etc. , it is believed the 
Director of the FBI could not lawfully accede to a demand unless so ordered 
by the Attorney General of the United States or the President of the United 
States. 


It would appear that this Bureau should not become involved in 
assisting in obtaining the ransom demand whether that demand would involve 
the breaking of a law or not. 

B. ASSASSINATION MISSION . ■ 


Subjects could use victim as cover for an assassination 
mission. What would the Bureau's reation and/or recommendation be if: 

1. Subjects demand confrontation with Bureau officials. 

2. Subjects demand confrontation with other Federal 
Government officials. 

3. Subjects demand confrontation with State officials.

4. Subjects demand confrontation with another member 
of the Hearst family. 

5. Subjects demand confrontation with a prominent , * 
individual from the private sector. 

6. Subjects demand confrontation and make specific 
demands of a foreign diplomat or representative of 
a foreign power in exchange for victim. 
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COMMENTARY 


It ca n be anticipated that the subjects in the Hearst kidnaping; 
case or any other maior^hostage-situatiommig ht demand a p ersonal 

confrontation with various individuals upon threat to harm the - initial^— 

victim. This would probably occur more readily ifthe subjects were 

"cornered” with the victim or possibly even during a period where their 
presence is unknown. It must be kept in mind when dealing with a "radical" 
group that their’s might be a quasi- suicidal and/or assassination-type 
mission in this regard. We have always maintained that the safety of the 
victim is of paramount importance in our over-all operations. Even though 
there might be no outright request for an exchange of hostages, we must 
consider the situation that the mere fact that an "eye-to-eye" confrontation 
is effected could most easily turn into the sudden taking of an additional 
hostage or the intentional killing of the specified individual while the 
original victim has not yet been liberated and possibly is being used as a 
"cover" or even "bait. " With this in mind we should consider the 
alternatives available should such a personal confrontation arise or be 
demanded. 

There are a multitude of "classes" of individuals who might be 
potential recipients of such a demand. Most of them, undoubtedly, would 
be prominent and influential people in their own fields such as Bureau 
officials, Federal or state government officials, wealthy industrialists, 
celebrities, members of the media, representatives of foreign govern- 
ments, civil rights leaders, or a member of the victim's family, to name 
just a few. When such a demand is received, unless there are drastically 
overriding circumstances present, it would seem our first responsibility 
would be to immediately alert the individual whose presence was demanded 
so that appropriate protective measures might be instituted. Although the 
Bureau historically has not been a protective-type agency, if such a 
situation arises there might be instances where it would be inevitable 
that we assume such a role in addition to that protection which might be 
afforded by local authorities. j 

Many other Government and private agencies and organizations 
potentially might be involved in determining whether one of their personnel 
would participate in such a meeting with the subjects even if a demand ; 
was received. Arrangements in his regard cannot be made instantaneously ' 


and we should be so prepared insofar as negotiations along these lines 
with the subjects. It might be anticipated that even the presence of the 
President-might_b_e demanded. He, in all likelihood, would decline to 
appear but the U. S. Secret Service' would^undoubtedlv. become involved 
to a great extent in view of their protective responsibilities. iTother" 
Federal or military officials are involved, a policy decision of the 
particular departments will need to be obtained. If a state official's 
presence is requested, similar decisions will have to be made at that 
level. If the Director or other Bureau official's presence are demanded,, 
we will have to make a decision in this regard weighing all the factors 
involved at the time. Even if the particular individual agrees to a meeting 
with the subjects, we should continue to completely control the situation 
and handle it extremely cautiously, for if something occurs it will, 
undoubtedly, be the Bureau which is criticized even though the person 
agreed to meet with the subjects. 


Our responsibility for the safety of persons involved in such a 
situation does not only lie with the initial victim but with the individual 
whose presence was demanded. Regardless of other factors involved, this 
individual and he alone must make the ultimate decision whether or not 
to follow through with the subjects' demands for a face-to-face meeting. 

We should be in a position to offer expert advice in this regard and 
completely brief him concerning the background of the particular case 
and the hazards involved so that he can make an intelligent decision. 


The individual's background should be completely evaluated 
(as time permits) in an effort to determine any possible complicity in 
this matter. Facts developed might lead to information which could more 
readily verify a possible intent by the subjects to harm either this individual 
or the initial victim. 


Should the decision be made for an individual to meet with the 
subjects, we are, undoubtedly, going to be on the scene in a way dictated 
to a certain extent by the nature of the demands. The safety of our ‘ 
personnel should be uppermost in our consideration of any "action" to be 
taken during such coverage. A decision may have to be made at this point 
by the Bureau and the victim's family as to whether an Agent might stand 
in for the person who was requested. Such could only be done after 
weighing all of the circumstances known at the time. 

There are so many variables involved in determining whether 
we should recommend such confrontations, if demanded. We should be 
very circumspect in doing so even though some investigative or intelligence 
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gain might be derived therefrom. We could, ourselves, be put into some- 
what of a bargaining position insofar as time, place, etc. , of such a 
m e eti ng^ is~conc erne ch — G e n era 1 1 y_ spe akin g , the subjects would feel they 

had the upper hand so long as they had the victim7~ bur if "wecouid-get— 

involved in certain negotiations it" would surely give us, if nothing else, 
time and possibly more information concerning their intentions, identities, 
etc. Stalling for time should be a major factor on our part in dealing 
with the subjects in these type situations. 

If there is an actual assault during such a confrontation, we 
are going to have to respond positively. If the victim is present or his 
whereabouts is still unknown, there is always the possibility of his being 
harmed. We will have to decide whether to forcibly attempt to recover 
victim at that time in view of the subjects’ overt actions. The victim’s 
parents must be consulted but we must consider what the point will be 
beyond which we can no longer be bound by what they say insofar as our 
actions are concerned. This could be comparable to the airline hijacking 
situation where we will take no action to abort such a hijacking without the 
prior agreement of the command pilot and airline except in those instances 
where there is a dire threat to our national security or circumstances of 
an extremely critical nature where we are unable to communicate with the 
pilot or airline company in order to reach a decision. Perhaps an Agent 
might have been killed on the scene and we, therefore, feel we are more 
justified to terminate the incident then and end the risk of further blood- 
shed even if in the process the victim is harmed. Such a violent incident 
on the part of the subjects would, undoubtedly, give us greater insight as 
to their intent concerning their ultimate safe return of tire victim. Under 
these circumstances we might be more justified in ultimately not being 
swayed by the wishes of the parents where there are potentially many other 
lives which might be lost. 

The subjects might attempt to draw a prominent person out 
into "the open” for some public appearance in an effort to more easily 
carry out an assassination attempt. If such a demand is received and the 
person desires to follow through with it, again extreme protective measure; 
should be promptly taken to guard against such a possible attack, 

In any such demand made of a nonvictin?, we must always V 

consider the possibility that harm to this individual might be the ultimate , 
goal of the subjects. In this regard we should insure that he is kept fully 
aware of all the factors involved and that he ; himself, intelligent!;? makes 
the final decision whether to comply with such a demand. 
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C. HOSTAGE SITUATION 


— The k idnapers have made a point of claiming victim is 

a prisoner of war. FoF^ahy number of-reasons,^subjects could decide 
to release victim in trade for another hostage or hostages. They could 
also conduct additional raids to acquire more prisoners and thus achieve 
broader leverage. 

What should be our reaction and/or recommendation if: 

1. Subjects offer to trade victim for Bureau official. 

2. Subjects offer to trade victim for another Federal 
Government official. 

3. Subjects offer to trade victim for a State official. 

4. Subjects offer to trade victim for another member 
of the Hearst family. 

5. Subjects offer to trade victim for a prominent 
individual from the private sector. 

6. Subjects demand a foreign diplomat or repress ntative 
of a foreign power in exchange for victim. 

7. Other raids occur attributable to subjects in which 
additional victims are captured and held. Should 
we continue our present low-key posture if such a 

- pattern develops ? Do we reach a point when those 
already kidnaped must be considered expendable to 
prevent the kidnaping of additional victims or to 
prevent other threats to human life ? 

COMMENTARY V 


Although there may be circumstances which might cause us 
to consider the trade of a Bureau official for a kidnaped victim, it is 
believed that this would genially nqt be very wise or desirable. To 
exchange a Bureau official for -a victim would offer more disadvantages 


than advantages and the risk involved would not normally justify the 
-advantages — ILis_ re comm ended that if such an offer were made it.be 
emphatically denied unless formulafioh~of a~olan could-be-de.vis.ed enabling 
the Bureau under a pretense of-exchanging hostages to gain freedom for 

original victim and at the same time avoid Bureau official from actually 

becoming a hostage. _ 

Even though it is believed undesirable to" exchange a Bureau 
official for a victim, it is felt that the following possible advantages to 
such a position should be mentioned: 

a. Bureau would have more control over the case. While 
safety of Bureau official would be paramount as with original victim, there 
would be less pressure on part of original victim’s family and it would 
prevent victim's family from possibly withholding information from the 
Bureau. Also, information from original victim regarding kidnapers, 
their identity, hideaway, vehicles, etc. , could be instrumental in plan to 
free the second hostage and successful conclusion of case. 

b. Some measure of public pressure would be removed. If 
Bureau had to take more active measures against kidnapers which might 
result in danger to the hostage in order to prevent other threats to human 
life, public opinion would probably be that the Bureau official being held as 
hostage would have realized that this might occur prior to his volunteering 
to the substitution. 

c. A Bureau official could perhaps offer some help from within 
that an ordinary victim could not, especially if there were prearranged 
contingency-type plans. Bureau official also if released safely would make 
better witness as original victim or original victim's family may decide 
not to testify. 

d. Kidnapers may be less inclined to kill Bureau official than 
original victim. This would be possible as a result of the belief of some 
individuals that once you kill a cop all cops of the world go all out with no holds 
barred for revenge. 

The following disadvantages, however, result in the belief that v;'. 
we should recommend against exchanging a Bureau official for a kidnaped-" 
victim or political hostage: 

a. We would be setting a precedent of acceding to kidnapers 
or terrorists demands. • V v 


b. We may be playing into the hands of kidnapers or terrorists 
asthei r ori ginal intent may have been to obtain a Bureau official as a 
hostage. — — 


c. Kidnapers or terrorists might be more likely to kill a 
Bureau official being held as hostage rather than original victim. The 
Bureau official represents the establishment. It would also be realized 
that he would be more of a threat to them if released after demands were 
met. The Bureau official would probably have no sympathy from the 
kidnapers whereas the original victim may have gained some sympathy 
due to age or innocence from being involved with the establishment. 


d, A Bureau official would have valuable knowledge of the 
Bureau and classified-type information which might result in the use of 
torture to gain this information for terrorism within the United States or 
even perhaps on behalf of a foreign government. 


e. Kidnapers or terrorists may feel that having a Bureau official 
as hostage would give them a better bargaining position and may lead to 
more harsh demands. 

f. If money is or continues to become a goal of the kidnapers 
or terrorists, would there be. legal complications if the Federal Govern- 
ment provides ransom money? 


- g. There would be a problem of liability of the Federal Govern- 
ment if a Bureau official were injured or killed. 


h. There might also be the legal question of whether the Bureau 
would be violating law by "cooperating' 1 with kidnapers or terrorists. 

i. Morale of FBI personnel may suffer from the result of 
permitting an FBI official to volurfeer to be exchanged as a hostage. 


With regard to any other exchange of hostages except one 
involving Bureau personnel we are in a position where we gain no advantage 
but risk the loss of a prominent individual. Accordingly, the Bureau would 
seem to be in the position of having to recommend against such an exchange. 
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Circumstances may permit our substituting a Bureau Agent for the new 
Jiosta ge deman ded and permit us to arrange cover of the proposed 
exchange. In this situati~on~we~m-ight-pa-rticipate^i n the ne gotiations but 
with only the full realization that pur substitution may^e detected resulting— 
in harm to the victim. 

We may indeed reach a point when the victim or victims' lives 
must be considered expendable. If the subjects begin a campaign of new 
"raids” taking several additional hostages. If these raids result in loss of 
human life or if the SLA begins to use violent tactics such as sniping, blowing 
up buildings and so forth we would be obliged to take the wraps off our 
investigation and make every endeavor to apprehend the subjects as 
quickly as possible. This would be the situation in which the potential 
is great for loss of many lives as compared to the loss of a few. Hopefully, 
that is not the type of decision the Bureau will be forced to make. 

D. SUICIDE MISSION , 


Using the victim as a cover subjects could embark on a 
suicide mission. What should the reaction and/or recommendation of 
the FBI be if: 

1. Subjects with victim obtain a small aircraft or 

helicopter and with victim aboard appear to be 
approaching a critical area such as the White 
House, Capitol, Pentagon, Governor's Mansion, 
etc. 

2. Subjects demand meeting at a specific place with 
victim and demand presence of a number of 
individuals such as Governors, State Attorney 
General, Director of the FBI, Secretary of State, etc. 
In mass gatherings of this type there is always the 
possibility subjects would have an explosive to 
destroy all present, including themselves, 

3. Subjects appear with victim at a public place and 
prepare for self-immolation similar to Buddhist 
practice in Viet Nam. 
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COMMENTARY 


" Tcrpsilmate the potenti al of the subjec ts' embarking on a suicide 

mission we should compare whatever backgroundlnformation-isavailable — 
regarding suspects in Hearnap with the characteristics, of a suicid^^^^^ .

to return to jail and might b^^xpected to "shoot it out" with arresting 
officers; the comment of Field Marshal Cinque, who apparentl y is DeFreeze, 
on the first SLA tape that he was prepared to die in this effort 


the report that the females apparently involved with the SLA are under the 
complete dominance of the black male leadership; and the cummulative effect 
of the situational stresses and inner teisions being experienced by all the 
subjects (who have been hiding with the victim for over several weeks now) 
would provide some indication of the probability the subjects might attempt 
a suicidal mission. As investigation to date suggests the possible involve- 
ment of a number of lesbians with the SLA, it also might be useful to 
determine if there is any correlation bety/een such sexual deviation and 
suicidal tendencies. 


Regardless, considering the predictable unpredictability of 
terrorists, it is not unthinkable that one or more of’ the subjects, induced 
by narcotics, an aberration of personality, or seeking an act of "creative 
madness" (expoused by revolutionary terrorist Frantz Fanon) which would . 
gain publicity for the cause and display that the SLA is fully prepared to 
carry out its threats, might attempt something similar to the examples 
offered. Of necessity, in a suicidal situation the safety of the victim may 
no longer be paramount given the possibility that other innocent people would 
be killed if the suicidal act is completed. 


Presuming the Bureau, when presented with any of the below- 
listed situations, may have to assume the major or entire responsibility 
for effecting the arrest of subjects involved, certainly very serious 
consideration must be given to the advance obtaining of arrest warrants 
for both known and unknown parties, ("John Doe" type warrants) 
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The Bureau's options in situations numbered 1 through 3 
mentioned below are not considered to be all-inclusive: 

1. Subjects .with victim obtain a smairarcraftor^helicopier 

and with victim aboard appear to be approaching a critical area such as ^ 
the White House, Capitol, Pentagon, Governor's Mansion, etc. 


The proposed responses assume we have been presented with 
a fait-accompli and cannot prevent the subjects' obtaining “ • 

(With the unlikelihood of advance notice of a suicid e Uig , P , irora ff 
actual beginning, an attempt would have to be made to locate the aircraft 
and site of departure in order to prevent the effort, ) Though it would be 
difficult for the subjects in this matter to attempt to crash > nto a Govern- 
ment building in Washington, D. C. , presuming the victim is sUUin 
California and considering the distance involved, the responses offered 
below would pertain to these buildings as well asthoseofcomparable 
significance in the incident's setting. Initially, it would be _nece; 
ascertain and alert whoever had protective responsibility for the apparent 
target and also alert necessary medical, fire and police authorities to be 

available.

Meeting would establish bad precedent for future developments

This situation presents us, presumably, with little or no 
advance knowledge of the intent of the subjects prior to their appearance 
with the victim at a site preselected by them designed to afford their 
proposed plan with maximum potential for success. Initial response would 
be to alert the appropriate medical, fire, police authorities and Bureau 
SWAT teams to insure their availability in the vicinity and enable on-the- 
spot assessment of the situation with view to negating subjects' plans. 

RESPONSE 


Prompt coverage of the incident with adequate personnel and 
equipment (including asbestos suits and foamite equipment) to take necessary 
action. 


PRO 


Secure the release of the victim and effect the apprehension of 
the subjects. 

This situation presents us with no other alternative. 

E. DEMANDS FOR AMNES TY 

Since subjects claim to be a military organization, what 
should the FBI's recommendation and/or reaction be if: 

1. Subjects demand recognition as a legitimate military- 
offensive against the United States and demand treat- , / 

ment of their members captured pursuant to Articles " 
of War and Geneva Convention. 
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2. Subjects demand release of their two members 
- — -facing murder charges in California. 


3. 'Subjects demand release of other specific individuals 
in State custody in any of the fifty states. 

4. Subjects demand release of specific individuals 
presently in custody of the Federal Government. 

5. Subjects demand release of a category of 
prisoners in a specific locality or throughout the 
United States such as "political prisoners" or 
prisoners who come from deprived backgrounds. 

6. Subjects demand amnesty for all Viet Nam selective 
. service violators and military deserters. 

7. Subjects offer return of victim for complete 
amnesty for all those involved in kidnaping plot, 

COMMENTARY 


The SLA is not an army in the military sense. We are able to 
acknowledge no more than that they are a guerrilla organization and to 
accord them any type of official recognition tends to remove the onus from 
their illegal activity. They are a bargaining force only because they hold 
a hostage. Any agreements made are through duress because of the threat 
to the life of the victim. An agreement made under such circumstances 
would neither be legally nor morally binding. 

Obviously, demands for amnesty or pardon for prisoners either 
State or Federal custody are not within the power of the FBI to grant. The 
Governor of California has already indicated he would not consider releasing 
the two SLA prisoners and undoubtedly no other jurisdiction would succumb 
to such demands. Should we reach the point where the FBI's recommendation 
is requested regarding demands for release of prisoners, our position must 
be against such release. To succumb in this instance would be precedent 
setting opening the door to terrorist tactics, kidnaping, and hostage situations 
whenever any radical group desired release of other prisoners. On the same 
basis we cannot recommend amnesty for military deserters and selective 
service violators in return for the release of the victim since this would open 
the door again to such tactics being used whenever a desperate minority ■ 
seeks any goal they desire. 
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If the subjects seek amnesty fcr all Involved in the plot for the 

return of the~safety~of-'tfae~victim ,__Tve_ are faced with the same moral 
decision. In spite of the temptation and desire to obtairfthe^safe retiirn 
of the victim at any cost, the FBI should not be a party to any agreement 
which can only result in a proliferation of similar future problems.

In the consideration of this write-up, particular attention is paid to 
possible problems which might arise suddenly and be particularly difficult 
because of a lack of preparation for such contingencies. In going over these 
problems, I think the three of you should review such offerings and see if there 
are any more definitive answers which might be given and thereafter submit to 
me your analysis. Were this not to be done, it could be we would have policy 
a rather haphazard way, but oa the other hand, with the responses 
added it would give us a more meaningful procedure and solidify our thinking 
in these regards. In recent developments in the Heamap Case, a statement 
appeared in the W ashington Post to the effect that SAC Bates had given some 
support to an amnesty request for the kidnapers. To forestall such a con- 
ciliation possibility, perhaps we should set out a rigid rule regarding such 
contingencies and when we are in a discussion with the parents or other rela- 
tives erf a victim, these can U reviewed for iheir guidance in the event it comes 
up in the negotiating procedures, I recognize there are many things which are 
now discussed with such people, however, am of the opinion the relatives probably 
could be guided a little more If they had the benefit of our experience and ' 

suggestions. An example occurred in the Hearnap Case whoro it was folt 
several weeks ago that Mr. Kearst might well have been in a better negotiating 
position had he taken a firmer stand As it is, the subjects have control and 
wey apparently have now settled oa the conversion of the victim into their way 
di>. thinking as the ultimate answer to their problem as to tho disposition of the 
IV, « * dm *lcUnu I say dispositions in the sense that they apparently feel through this"

[condition in which their destruction at the hands of someone 
else is inevitable. The communications increasingly establish 
these conditions. He did not feel that Cinque' would kill in. 
cold blood and the group as a whole is not capable of their 
own suicides unless engineered as a dramatic culmination of 
their indecisive lives as the consequence of the acts of 
others which they can rationalize. as outside their responsibility. 

Dr. Miron recommended that Hearst as the father ‘ 
mus.t appeal to his daughter of contriteness for past lack of 
affection and parental disapproval in order to alter the 
dangerous course of action Patricia is embarking on and 
this should have additional positive implications for the . 
psychic condition of the SLA as well. He felt an attempt - 
must be made to assert influence over Patricia's suggestibility 
and bring her back to identification with the outside world 
rather than the distorted reality of the SLA. She must be 
wrested from the patient status she has placed herself in 
with respect to the SLA. 

Dr. Miron in discussing his analysis stated that

1. Who is CINOUE? 

a. Background: Black, ghetto poor,broken or disturbed family, father, middle to 
- — ' — — = — late— twent-leSj—hag— bgpn_imnH^_innpd . has children . . ... ■ 

' b. Motivations: Middle^cTass outlook - , overly developed sense of morality and — — 
conscience, problems of will and decision, strong needs for significance; 
power and acceptance, he expects to fail. 

c. character Traits: Compensates for feelings of inadequacy by posing as strong 

willed, decisive personality. Docile, easily .led by females, deferential; 
insecure, self-deprecating and guilt-ridden. 

d. Position in Group: He is the central personality of the SLA faction holding: 

Patricia, he is the action focus of the group, the doer not the thinker. 
He is intellectually inferior to Jalena who is probably his wife and 
second in the group pecking order. Cinque uses more first person refer- 
ences than any of the other talkers, significantly avoids the past tense 
in favor of active constructions and present constructions. Acceptance 
and approval from females and particularly the mother of his children ' 
is of paramount significance and sustains his pose and position. 

e. Intellect: Concep£ual structure is sparse, he has difficulty manipulating 

complex notions and is rather single dimensioned in his outlook. Clearly, 
he looks to Jalena for his thinking. 

f. Reality Perceptions: Niave, projective, innocent view of reality. Displaces 

guilt and responsibility in paranoiad projections. Categorical, uni- 
dimensional constructions of the world. Psuedo-intellectualized rational- 
izations as defensive posing. 

g. Status Change: Cinque remains the central and dominant figure, in the group. 

The others of the group identify and project their collective personal! ti 
through him. Weak and will-less though he is, he is their action alter 
ego. 

2. Who is JALENA? 


'a. Background: College graduate, well read, educated particularly in the rhetoric 
of the left. Second or third generation Californian of middle class, 
well-off, black parents. Probably quite caucasion in appearance, attracti 
socially adept and well groomed (or at least when not trying to pass as 
black ghetto). She is a mother in her early to middle twenties. She is 
comfortable with social situations and is not deferential to her "social, 
betters".

Identification with action as diversionary tactic to avoid self 
appraisal.

action and courage. But his self guilt and posturing will not permit . 
him to kill in cold blood. The group as a whole is not capable of 
their own suicides unless engineered as the dramatic culmination of 
their indecisive lifes as a consequence of the actions of others which 
they can rationalize as outside of their responsibilities. But they 
remain in touch with reality and emphasize that contact in all of 
their communications. They do not know-the solution that will rescue j 
them from themselves, but they will welcome such a solution when they 
have played out their game or when they are finally made aware of their 
unavoidable personal responsibility for their acts

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Analyses of the text of the most recent taped communication from the SLA on 
the part of its spokesman, Field Marshall Cinque, indicates the following 

g e neral-Gs n elusions-: The_ pr i ma r y_prob1 em evidenced by the communication 

patterns of Cinque - centers around difficulties with will and decision. 

Cinque manifests unconscious needs for significance, power and acceptance. 

Nis communication patterns, however, are in the nature of requests. He is 
tentative and uncertain, introspective and insecure. He expects to fail. 

He is guilt- ridden and finds security in his organization displacing respon- 
sibility to the "oppressors” or "The Court" and "his people". He sees 
himself as worthless and seeks to expiate his sin through acceptance from 
the powerful or by the dillution of rationalization and projected guilt. 

He is deferential and self-deprecating. All of Cinque's references to Hearst 
as a person use the title Mr. By contrast, all references to Hearst as the 
enemy use symbolic abstractions such as Empire or Foundation. This dichotomy 
suggests that Hearst continue to emphasize his personal roles as a father 

and as a person rather than his corporate connections. Cinque seeks to 

* 

mitigate the personal nature of his criminal act by rationalizing his be- 
havior as directed against an impersonal corporate enemy. Personalization 
of that enemy will add to his guilt and prevent him from carrying out his 
threats. References to his captive speak of her needs and wishes. She is 
veiwed by Cinque as an innocent and an individual. Such reactions are very 
encouraging, for according to my analysis, her individuality as a loved 
daughter is her protection from harm. The key to at least Cinque's motiva- 
tions is an appeal to the over-developed conscience of Cinque and the Hearst* 
personal plight which is not unlike the repressions Cinque himself feels. 

As a romantic, Cinque is particularly vulnerable to idealized pleas for 
sympathy and understanding. 



Cinque either has children of his own or is close to someone who does. He 
is clearly black in his middle to late twenties. He has probably spent time 
in jail or been involved with the Courts and the law as evidenced by his 
identification with the aggressor - the Courts. He is poor and~!s~prbbably 
not part of any University radical group. He is distinctly middle- cl ass in 
outlook and has an overly highly developed sense of morality and conscience. 
He respects the powerful, family and the successful, above all else he seeks 
absolution for his acts, understanding of his struggle with himself and 
help in knowing who he is. He is painfully incapable of decisive action, 
easily lead and docile. The oppression against which he chafes is the 
oppressiveness of his own guilt feelings, his inability- to assert himself 
against the demands of others and what he feels to be his lack of personal 
control oyer his own life. 

He and his group are pseudo-innocents in the sense of using idealistic, 

unrealistic conceptions of the cosmos. The term "people" ranks among the 

* 

highest occurring words in his rambling diatribe. It is used projectively 
to rationalize and displace his own personal failings onto others. However, 
like the syntactical function words (e.g., the, that, etc.) among which it 
ranks, this defense mechanism has lost most of its effectiveness and meaning 
The defense could be utterly shattered if his projections were to be dis- 
avowed by one of those onto whom he seeks to displace his guilt. 

There is an underlying strain of magic in the communique in the form of 
misapprehensions of what is real, the nature of power and particularly in 
the form of a numerological occultism. There is a conflict the 

"even", the just, and the "odd", the enemy. All references to the "Hearst 
Empire" and its assets always use odd numbered values, while on the other 

hand, all references to the people and the extortion demands are even in 


number. This unexpected finding suggests that conimuni cations with, the SLA 
with regard to any negotiations employ even numbered values. Such unconscious 
occultism is chara cteristic of those who seek to displace responsibility for 


their hostility and violence onto forces outside of their control. It is* 


however, the reaction of one for whom the superego is overly developed. 
Cinque is the opposite of the psychopath, far from lacking conscience, all 
of his behavior is directed toward an unsuccessful attempt to silence his 
conscience. It is this characteristic thich makes him vulnerable to 
effective management and should assure his captive's safety. Based upon 
my analyses, in my opinion, Cinque would not be capable of the decisiveness 

of a cold-blooded execution of Patricia Hearst. At the most he could only 

■. r 

tolerate her death by means outside of his control and given his dominant 

superego that is extremely unlikely. I am convinced that any group who 

would use Cinque as its spokesman must have characteristics which are 

Similar to his; that he represents their combined alter-egos. As such I 

cannot reconcile the Oakland murder with the personality characteristics of 

* 

the group holding Patricia Hearst. Nor do these characteristics match 
those of the actions of the more recent kidnapping of the so-called East 
Symbionese Liberation Army.

At 11:35 a.m. , 4/3/74, I talked to SAC Bates. He advised no 
startling developments had occurred since the recent receipt of the 
communication from the SLA. 


I explained to Bates that we had just had an Executives’ Conference 
where this case was discussed and it was the consensus of the group that 
he, Bates, must be totally physically and mentally exhausted and Mr. Kelley 
requested recommendations as to the advisability of sending additional 
Bureau officials to assist Bates at this point in the investigation. It was 
finally suggested that two men should be considered but with the under- \ 

standing Bates would retain complete authority and responsibility for the j 

case. One name mentioned was SAC Shroder from San Diego. The , ,V 

Conference had agreed, however, that we should consult with Bates. ! 

The Director indicated, however, that if Bates declined such a procedure, 
he, Bate ^ should contact the Director personally. 


Bates advised he did not feel that it was necessary for any additional 
assistance in this regard. He has a staff of six individuals including himself 
where matters are discussed and decisions made. Additional Bureau 
officials would not have a firm grasp of the details of the case, would 
not know the personnel, would not know the locality and finally, their 
appearance on the scene would undoubtedly eventually become known to 
the news media which would raise serious questions’ as to the direction 
of tiie case from a personnel standpoint and an aetbdty standpoint. For 
these reasons, Bates did not feel it necessaKjTand did hot agree to this 
procedure. st

Bates pointed out it 
would be an impossibility to make any hard and. fast rules and plans as to 
what will be done if and when the victim is released since it would all be 
contingent upon the circumstances at that particular time. (In a prior memo 
i was pointed out San Francisco has plans to keep search warrants up to. date 
on a day-to-day basis on SLA pads, assignments have been made for inter- 
views of possible subjects, crime-scene search teams set up, etc.} 

I mentioned to Bates the fact that these suspects may become fugitives after 
the victim is released and at the recent conference, A1 Staffeld pointed out 
that it takes about five to six days for a wanted flyer to be printed and it was 
suggested that material needed for such matters should be gathered together 
at -the present time so that the Bureau is ready to move in a quicker period 

of time rather than five to six days. Bates advised he would check into this 
immediately* 


In view of his decision to decline any assistance from a manpower 
standpoint, Bates was instructed to discuss the matter with the Director 
and he said he would do this immediately*

It was determined that the typewriting on QI 63 
through Q171 is the sane style as the typewriting on specimens 
Q20 through Q23 and Q32 through Q39» previously submitted 
in this case.

At 2:30 p.m. today SAC Bates called and advised captioned 
bank had been robbed at approximately 9:45 a. m. (PDT) today. Five 
subjects were inside the bank; no indication of disguises except they 
were heavily made up with makeup. There were black and white subjects 
but at this point no indication of the sex of the five subjects. Shooting 
occurred and two customers had been shot. There was no indication as 
to the reason for such shooting. 

The other four subjects were outside the bank in a red car. The 
green car utilized by the five inside the bank has been recovered and is 
presently being processed. The San Francisco Office advised they have x- / 
located the red car. Bates had no further descriptions of either car when T3L/ 
he called. Witnesses outside the bank have made a tentative description ;* 
of Camilla Hall, one of the suspects belonging to the SLA and involved in ; ,V 
the Hearst kidnaping. In addition, the recovered green car was a rental , ; 

car rented in the name of 3ane£u£ggper , which you will recall was the 
alias used by Emily ^Harris, andther HEARNAP suspect, when she requested 
funds from her parents. 

In addition, Bates had advised they had recovered one of the 
bullets shot by the subjects and it has a bored-out nose similar to those 
used by the SLA in the past. Bates advised he has approximately 90 Agents = 
working on this case and he will keep us advised of any further developments. 
The amount of money obtained was not known at this point. I \}J

He has reviewed the messages with -the help of 
a qualified fellow -psychiatrist and he has completed 
his review and analysis. He advised as follows: 

There are three possibilities as to PATRICIA 
KEARST's involvement in her kidnapping and related

One, she was in on it from the beginning and 
had some prior knowledge of her kidnapping. 




Two, at the time she was kidnapped and up to 
the present time, she is operating under total compulsion; 
that is, the "gun at the head" theory. In this context,

Three, at some point in time after the kidnapping, 
members of the SLA. were able to 'achieve sincere conversion 
in her^mind so that she became voluntary in subsequent 
acts. The third category is commwly known as "brainwashing" .

She * 
has possibly been persuaded to believe this over a period 
of time since her capture. She also did have tremendous 
confidence in her father. He had been an omnipotent factor 
in her life. She has seen him almost totally dominate what 
ever he comes in contact with, yet in the present situation 
he appears almost helpless and she sees this, and so she 
has become confused to some extent. Additionally, also 
adding to the ability of the SLA to slightly persuade 
PATRICIA HEAEST into being brainwashed is the fact that the 
SLA are intelligent, articulate, and passionate radicals 
even though of a violent and terroristic nature. She has 
no doubt been subjected to intensive political persuasion 
by these people. Since she is a relatively young woman 
of approximately 20 years of age who has possibly been 
exploring various political persuasions in recent years, 
she is a prime candidate for reacting favorably to intensive 
political persuasion or brainwashing. 


_ loted that in the first few tapes 

the voice of PATRICIA HEAEST appears to be speaking her 
own thoughts in her own vrr.y. She was spontaneous, measured, 
and appeared sincere in expressing her. fears while, attempting 
to reassure. Later in the tapes, her rhetoric becomes more 
that of the SLA and less that of PATRICIA HEARST. It is 
more stereotyped. It contains more of the radical Jargon 
common to the SLA and similar groups. In the last tape 
she sounds like an "automaton”, probably reading a prepared 
script and speaking in a voice and tempo that does not* et 
all appear to be comming originally from within PATRICIA 
HEARST. 



l( * vised that to reiterate his opinion, 
he feels including the point in time where 

she participated in the last tape, she is being motivated 
out of fear for her safety and would cease and desist from 
her participation in the taoes and whatever else she is 
doing with the SLA if she was, in fact, able to make her 
own choice. There is very little evidence to show 
brainwashing was successful in motivating her.

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IV. SURVEILLANCE CAMERA FILM 

The Hibernia bank. Sunset Office, San Francisco, 
California, is equipped with two surveillance cameras located 
above the door to the office- The 35 millimeter surveillance 
cameras , when activated, expose four frames per second, and < n 
, connection with the robbery on April 15, 1974, the camera 
was activated by the Bank Manager, JXK_SMI7H, who was in a 
loft location, after he heard confusion irt the bank lobby, and 
observed the robbery. Approximately 400 frames of -fils are 
believed to have been exposed, and at four frames per second, 
this would indicate that the robbers were in the bank for 
approximately two minutes. 

Surveillance camera film discloses that white female 
robber, now identified as Patricia SOiTTSIK, at the time she 
is first observed in the film on frame A-10, is at a location 
at the west end of the officer's platform. She is armed with 
.a revolver carried in her right hand, is wearing a grayish 
colored knit hat which covers all her hair, a scarf around 
her neck, a shiny-colored dark coat and lighter-colored 
slacks ♦ She is wearing ankle-high shoos with dark socks.

Randolph Hearst is claiming that the notebook was "unquestionable proof 
his daughter was not involved inthe abduction. He is also stating that he could 
not understand why neither he nor his daughter was notified by police when the 
notebook was discovered on January 10, 1974, in the SLA house in Concord, 
a town across the bay from San Francisco. 


The notebook in question is part of voluminous material seized by 
the Concord, California, Police Department at 1560 Southerland Court, Clayton, 
Contra Costa County, California, incidental to a shootout and apprehension of 
two SLA members on 1/9-10/74 for the slaying of the Oakland, California, 
school superintendent. After the kidnaping of Patricia Hearst on February 4th 
the San Francisco Office endeavored to obtain and review the above material for 
possible leads in connection with the kidnaping of Patricia Hearst and in view 
of the material being identified with the SLA which claimed credit for the 
kidnaping shortly after it occurred. The Concord, California, Police Depart- 
ment submitted the material to the FBI Laboratory for analysis and attached 
is a copy of the page in question, which may possibly be the. notebook of 
. Nancy Ling Perry , one of the SLA members charged with the bank robbery 
earlier &is'week in San Francisco. 




We have been getting a number of inquiries from the media requestin 
a comment from the FBI concerning the above notebook and the reference to 
Patricia Hearst. In view of its possible evidentiary nature with respect to the 
kidnaping and other crimes possibly perpetrated by the SLA, the following

"was not a reluctant participant" in the San Francisco bank robberyanS^that he - 
considers her a common criminal. At his weekly news conference he stated he 
was expressing his personal views about Miss Hearst. He stated he feels the 
FBI would be justified in breaking into a dwelling to capture her and SLA membe 
He stated he included her as part of the group of common criminals about which 
he was talking. Mr. Saxbe stated he was not giving any signals or orders to the 
FBI but he believed that if the FBI knows where the SLA members are hiding, 
they should go in and get them. 


SAC Bates contacted my office when Attorney General Saxbe' s 
statements hit the wire services. Bates stated he is already inundated with 
calls from the media for his response to Saxbe’s statements. It was agreed 
that the Bureau's position would be as follows and Bates stated he would CjJ ( 
respond to press inquiries as follows: The FBI has no comment to make con-A* 
cerning Saxbe 's statements regarding Miss Hearst' s involvement in the bank 1 
robbery and kidnaping. The FBI is continuing to investigate the kidnaping, a^ 
well as the recent bank robbery so as to develop all facts concerning both crime i 
and to identify all those involved. The news media will be immediately informbc 
upon the issuance of any additional warrants charging individuals with those 
offenses or when arrests are made in the cases based upon such warrants, vx

SAC John M. Reed of our Sacramento Office telephorfically 
advised that "The Sacramento Bee" a responsible, daily newspaper 
had received and made available to us, a letter and cassette tape 
recording reportedly from the Symbionese Liberation Army (SLA) . 

The envelope was postmarked Berkeley, California, April 19, 1974. 
The cassette tape was contained in a plastic container. Accompa- 
nying the tape was a letter on yellow lined paper which was typed 
in large letters similar to a speech writing typewriter. On a 
piece of white paper which was affixed to the back of the yellow 
lined paper was the seven headed cobra symbol and the letters SLA, 



The letter essentially stated that the SLA would not 
tolerate "slaughtering" of their members and would make retribu- 
tion of five police officers for each SLA member killed. The 
contents of the tape are very similar and the tape itself appears* 

- to contain two separate voices, probably those of white males. 

SAC Reed indicated he is sending the envelope, letter ft' 
and tape to the Laboratory and Identification Divisions for 
examination.

A. Hearst, is editor and president of the Examiner. 


Miss Hearst was identified as a participant in a San Francisco 
bank holdup on Monday, and Kelley said, "We feel we have a better 
opportunity (of locating her) since they have come out in the open." 

Kelley avoided direct comment of Attorney General William 
Saxbee's description of the newspaper heiress as a "common criminal. " 

He said, "We choose to take the lesser of the evaluation that 
she is a material witness and could have been coerced. We will be 
guided by the facts and not by any opinion. " 

Kelley said the possibility the case might be a hoax was "part 
of our investigation" and if it is determined Miss Hearst took part in 
the bank robbery, "the U. S. Attorney has said she will be charged.

Enclosed for the Bureau is one (1) reel 16imn film 
processed from the 35mm bank camera surveillance film taken 
of the robbery at Hibernia Bank, Sunset Office, San Fran- - 
cisco, California, 4/15/74. 

* The film recording the robbery of the Hibernia 

Bank, 4/15/74, consisted of two 150 foot rolls of 35mm 
double frame Kodak 4-X negative film. Each roll contained 
approximately 1200 exposures. This film was exposed at 
the rate of approximately four frames per second. 

The positive 35mm film strips from the negatives 
were prepared by the Multichrome Laboratories, 760 Gough 
Street, San Francisco, California. These positive film 
strips were then processed by W. A. Palmer Films, Inc., 

611 Howard Street, San Francisco, where master reduction 
print on 16mm Kodachrome film was prepared. The results 
of this process was a 16mm motion picture film. 

It was necessary in making this process to reduce 
the size of the frame. 
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As you will recall, approval was previously given for 
the printing of 100,000 circulars, a copy of which is attached. 

These circulars were forwarded to the R. L. Polk Company, 

Detroit, Michigan, for direct mailing of approximately 46,000 
copies to various real estate firms, new and used car dealers, 
car rental firms and the like. The remaining 54,000 were fur- 
nished to San Francisco and all other West Coast offices for 
dissemination. 

San Francisco has requested that an additional 46,000 
copies be printed for distribution to all medical doctors in 
the State of California. The California Medical Association 
can supply address labels for the doctors in the state and the * 
total cost, including affixing the labels would be $27 per 1,000 \ 

or approximately $1,250. This request is prompted by the fact j 
that Camilla Hall suffers from a serious hereditary kidney disease^ 
which affects the urinary tract and she was confined under 
doctor's care during late 1973 and early 1974. This is a recurring 
disease and could flare up at any time. Also, Nancy . Ling Perry 
has been under medical care for removal of facial hair which has 
become a phobia with her and even resulted in her requiring 
psychiatric consultation. 

San Francisco has also submitted a proposed text 
outlining the medical problems for two of the female bank 
robbery subjects.
